St. Regis Isiand Indian Day Schoo]. 


The foundation under this school 
is entirely done. In many places there is 
no foundation at all. To place this building in 
shape a new foundation is required, of stone or 
cement. I would consider cement the best, and almost 
ss cheap. The building should be raised about 
fifteen inches from the ground. I consulted Mr, 
Thompson, caretaker of this school, about two 2eks 
ago with respect to this work, Thompson promised 
to let me know, but has not to date, I expect 
due to the river breaking up and Clearing of ice, 
As to the cost of this work, I would say that 
between $70.00 and $80.00 would complete the job. 
Perhaps Thompson's figure may be lower than that. 
This is an old building, but by putting a good 
foundation under it the building would serve for 
some years yet. 
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Ottawa, April 16, 1930.

With reference to that portion of your letter of 
the 10th instent regarding the repairs required to the 
foundation of the St. Regis Indian Day School building, I 
have to say that the Department will approve of your arranging 
to have this work carried out.

Regarding St. Regis Island Indian Day school, The 
appearance of the building,both inside and out,could be 
improved by painting,b&t this is an old building,or 
@ good cement foundation constructed in 1930, The clap- 
boards are loose and split,the shingles on the roof are 
in very poor condition,some holes showing,the windows are 
loose in poor frames,the boarded walls of the interior 
are full of knots which show through the faded paint. 


This building should be re chapboarded or stuccoed, 
the windows and frames repaired or new ones put in,the roof 
reshingled. The well within a cupboard built underneath 
the chimney requires plastering. 


A few hundred dollars spent on this building would 
result in an improved building but probably the Department 
would consider the construction of a new school building, 
if funds were available. 


I hesitate to recommend the spending of tee much 
money on this old building.

The window .sash is in such a state of 
decay that they will no longer hold the glass in place;

old frames which are reminiscent of the " square nail era ". 
The fact that storm windows were never on this school has 
not helped matters any and these should be supplied as well. 
The building Bas a cement casement around it with no air 
outlet with the result that, so far as is visible, the 
north end of the school is Sagging due to dewayed sills. 
The recent earthquake, of course, has provided many air 
outlets in the cement casingand has not helpwin the general 
@ondition of the building. The floor needs repairs as the 
centre is convexed to a point about II inches. A new 
chimney will have to be built.

Considerable repairs are being made at the St. 
Regis Island Day School. New windows and window 
frames are being installed complete with storm windows 
and a new chimney has been built. Previously, no 
storm windows were on this school, with the result 
that the fixed windows had been so weatherbeaten that they 
would no longer hold the lights. ‘he old chimney which was 
constructed in the interior of the building and had become 
unsafe due to the earthquake, was torn down and the new 
chimney erected on the exterior. Repairs were also made 
to the floor of the classroom to remove a disconcerting 
hump. It is hoped that through this operation, both 
teacher and students will be able fin future to maintain 
@ more even keel. It was necessary, to replace the sills 
at the rear of the building, es between dry rot and the 
squirrels, very little of the old sill was left. It seems 


reasonable to assume that when repairs are completed, the 
building should be at least 80% warmer. 


To provide some recreational facilities for the 
children in the village, some ploughing and levelling was 
done so that we could operate a skating rink this year. 
A small amount of sports equipment has been purchased 
to date.

#ith regards to the requi- 
sition for Ste Regis Island School, you 
will observe @ requisition for a heating 
and cooking stove which is required in 
the teachers’ residence. In this connec- 
tion 1 might point out that the teachers* 
residence comprises two rooms in a private 
home on Ste Segis Island- It is, at present, 
heated by a very small Leroy cook stove. 
This stowe is too small to hold a coal fire 
until the teacher gets home from school with 
the result that the place is quite often cold. 
I think that to put a larger stove in such a 
emall place would be going to extremes. Some 
months ago I discussed this matter with Mre 
Doucet and suggested that a 3-burner Perfection 
oil stove with an oven be supplied for cooking 
purposes. Also that a small capacity oil 
burner (Duo-Therm or otherwise) be supplied to 
take care of heating requirements. in this way 
the heating requirements would be taken care of 
and the temperature could be controlled according 
to the wishes of the teacher.e ‘there is a pos- 
sibility that a type of heating and cooking 
combination oil stove exists and if so, possibly 
this would suffice. Also it might be possible 
to install burners in the present cook stove. 
You might advise me in this regard.

On March S31, last, Miss Nolan, teacher of the 
St. Regis Indian school, was notified that her services 
would not be required after June 30, next. The reason 
for dispensing with ther serviess is, that the school 
nas made no progress during the time she has been in 
charge, since September, 1906. 

Miss Nolan's quelifioations are sufficient, 
put she has given no evidence hee ability to interest 
the Indians in the school . Mr. Inspector Ramsden, 
who visited St. Regis in November, last, reported that 
he found only seven children in attendanos, where he 
considered there should be an average of 25 or 30. He 
also found the out-—buildings in a very filthy condition. 

Mre Cook, of this Department, who was at Ste 
Regis on official business lately, found only six childra 
present at the school when he calied, although it was 
an exceedingly fine day. 

I know of no Indian school which would afford 
a better opportunity for a zealous teacher to obtain 
tangible results. The children all live in the immediate 
neighborhood of the school and their pare&Sts are fairly 


well-to-do and theré is good accommodation for a teacher. 


The 
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Me 


The Departme™t Pays a salary of $3558, which is a high 
salary compared with public schools in the province of 
Quebese and a much more active toacher couid and shouid 
be obtained for the money. Miss Nolan is apparently 
content to let matters drift along quietiy and draw 
her salary. This might do for a white school but to 
make a success of an Indian schol it is necessary to 
have a live teacher. Soholarship does not count so 
much as energy and earnestness. 

I notice in Miss Nolan's letters to the De- 
partment that she refuses +o accept her dismissal 
without cause and explanation. She has had ample 
notice and if we wish to make anything of this school 
a change of teachers would seem to be necessarye 

Some years ago the schocl on Ste Regis Island 
and at the Chenail were closed, with the idea that the 
children world attend the village school, This scheme 
has not worked up to the present, owing to the difficulty 
in their transport, their parents naturally objecting 
4° allowing small children +o oross the channels in boats. 
This might be overcome by arranging with the Dundee ferry 
t© convey the children night and morning to sks and from 
St. Regis, if there were a good sohool there, but this is 


another story, which will be dealt with on the St. Regis

The Department pays a salary of $250.00 
per annum, which is high comared with the public schools

My district of inspection comprises the counties of Huntingdon, Beauhar- 
nois, Chateauguay, Soulanges, Vaudreuil, Napierville, Laprairie and parts of 
Missisquoi and St. Johns. 


] also inspect the Indian schools at St. Régis, Yellow Island and Chenail 
under the Federal Government 


Two of the Indian schools are taught by Indian women or squaws as 
they are called by the natives ; about 150 Indian pupils attend these schools 
and they are doing very satisfactory work 


The school-houses and out-houses are in excellent condition and well 
furnished with modern equipment. A fine vew building was erected at St. 
Régis village last year. The Indian « t, Mr. Taillon, is enforcing, in a 
local way, a compulsory educational law. On the day of my Inst visit, a 
very stormy day, 42 pupils were present. The children are well clothed, 
neat, and everything extremely tidy. They all speak the Indian language, 
but read and recite their lessons in good English Another Indian school 
will be erected at Sugar Bush Island next year 


All the schools of my district except one, were in operation during the 
year. No qualified teacher could be secured for the salary offered and the 
commissioners did not care to engage a person without proper qualifications. 
Higher remuneration will be offered next year—and, no doubt, the pupils

I went down to the reserve and called on Mr, Agent 

Taillo who accompanied me to the Village School which is in 

of Miss Gallagher, We found 25 children in attendance, 

boys and 11 girls, They were put through their regular 
xercises and the work compared very favourably with that done 
by the Indian children at the school on the American side of the 
reserve which I visited, The reading was loud and distinct and, 
although the pupils are not generally very far advanced, they are 
getting on as well as can be expected considering the irregular 
Set tendance, 

The new school building is well situated, but the 
yard wants a few loads of gravel to Iemk level if off and the 
School should be repainted, A new fence is required, I found 
that the plaster on the inside of the building is shrinking 

from the window and door frames and is loose in some parte. I 
think that a poor job was made of this part of the work. There is 
an immense box stove in the room which smokes occasionally and was 


smoking when I was there, caused by the pipes being higher over 


the stove than at the chimney, The wind carried away the cap of 
ae 
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the chimnsy and loosened some of the bricks, I advise Mrs | & wi 
Taillon to have the capm replaced on the chimney, the chimney 
mended and the pipe lowered. 

Miss Gallagher is a capable teacher, but she is very 
unpopular with ths Indians; so much so that they have made several 
complaints as to her harsh treatment of the children and the indis- 
crest remarks made to them, It was chiefly on account of these 
complaints that I was sent to St. Regis. I advised Miss Gallagher 
of the purpose of my visit and told her to be present at the Agent's 
office at three o'clock on the following afternoon. 

The two chiefs of the St. Regis Band , the parents who 
made the complaints against Miss Gallagher and the truant officer 
as well as Miss Gallagher were present in the Agent's office on 
Tuesday afternoon, The Indians claimed that Mies Gallagher used 
undue severity in punishing the children, Mrs, Hopps, who is a# 
sister of the Priest and married an Indian, stated that her little 
girl was so severely punished that her arms were black and blue. 
Joe Smoke stated that she nearly tore the ear off his son's head 
and John Jacobs stated that his daughter was badly hurt. Several 
others made similer complaints. They also stated that when the 
children left the echool-room for any purpose the door was shut 
and they were kept out in the cold until such time as she saw fit 
to let them in, They complained of the coldness of the school- 
room and stated that when reprooving the children for any faults 


she used very insulting language. Chief Jacobs and Chief Jake 


Fire made long harangues in Indian, which were interpreted. These 


went 
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went to show that Mies Gallagher's treatment of the children was 
too harsh and that they had always received kind treatment from 
the other teachers who had been in charge of the school previous 
to her engagement and they demanded her inetant diem al. 

Miss Gallagher, when called upon, denied the charges, 
although she admitted that in order to maintain discipline she 
found it necessary to correct the children sometimes with the 
strag. She said she never uecd a stick or a ruler. 

The Priest told me that he had seen the black and 
blue marke on the wrists of his niece and that Miss Gallagher was 
altogether too severe with the children. 

I endeavoured to arrive at an amicable settlement of 
the trouble and the chiefs agrped to Miss Gallagher's remaining 
on till the 30th of June on condition that she would be more 
gentle in her ways and Miss Gallagher agreed to this arrangement. 
I am afraid, however, that the chiefs will persist in their de- 
mand for a change after that date, as Miss Gallagher is, as be- 
fore said, unpopular with the villagers. They are very ready to 
take offence and seem to be annoyed at her ways. She informed me 
that it is impossible for her to get a suitable lodging in the 
village and they attribute her living in Hogansburg to her pride. 
Although she is a devout Roman Catholic she attends the church 
in Hogeansburg and I think the Priest is annoyed at her for doing 
so. Se far as I can make out the whole trouble appears to be 
that the Indians do not want a white teacher on the reserve.

I am of opinion that the Indians will never take 
kindly to Mies Gallagher and I would suggest that she be trans- 
ferred to some other school. There was no casé made ageinst her 
that would call for her diemiesal and I am sure that she would 
be glad of a change. I may say here that the Agent, who saw

I was told that the Cornwall Island Indians 
obtained first Prize for butter at the Cornwall fair and 
more of the village Indians could be placed on land to 


their advantage as there is no reguiar employment for

Jacob Bay, an Indian of the StRegis Band, Mohawk tribe, ¢rawing an- 


nuities and owning land at St. Regis, has been sending his nine year old 


gon to the school situajed on the reservation.

It being considered essential to his financial interests, that he 


keep his boy out of the school at times,he did so. 


Later when things had become somewhat settled , he sent the boy to 


echool. The boy was sent back home and told that he could not attend the 


reservation school. The father again sent the boy to school, and again 


the boy was sent home. A third time the boy was sent to the school, and 


again the boy was sent home. 


Your agent Mr. Taillon told me that the trouble has been existing 


for about two years, and that Mr. Bay was under the impression that he 


“could send the boy to school when he chose. 


The father has some land on the American side of the reservation 


and is “workinf"that land, Mr. Tailion holés that as he does not live 


on the Canada side of the line, that he cannot send his boy to the Can- 


adian school. 
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He also holds that he has no authority to allow the boy to go the the 


Canadian school. 


In view of the fact that the Indians in question ARE WARDS OF THE 


DOMINIONOF CANADA, and not of theUNITED STATES, This Council takes the 


etand that the boy belongs in the Canadian school, and should not be de 


prived of an education because of so trivial a dispute. 


The father has been instructed that he MUST send the boy to school 


regularly,as, to send him at intervals only, would be a great treyble to 


the teacher and would tend to set the boy back with his studies. 


The father, agreed to send the boy to school regularly, and that in 


the presence of Mr. Taillon and several of our Council members, yet your 


agent tells us that he has no authority to allow the boy to go to the 


school while the father resides on the American side of the line. 
inconsistent as it may seem, he also tells us that he has previously 


allowed the boy to go to the Canadian school while the father resided on 


the U.S. side. Mr. Taillon also informed me that he bore no malice toward 
Mr. Bay, If Mr. Taillon had authority to allow the boy to go to the 
school under the circumstances before, why has he not that authority now? 


It is our delief that favoritism is being shown on the reser= 


vation, and that there exist irregularities that require the attention 


of the Department of Indian Affairs. 


Investigation reveals the fact that large quantities of alcholic 
servation 
liquors are being consumed by some of the Indians on the reserva Py 
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i am personally informed that Mr. Tailion's father sells whisky to the 
indians, and that when Mr. Taillon asks Indians where they rot their 
liquor,and they answer that they purchased the same from Mr. Taillon's 
father, that he does not take the liquor from them. But, if they say 
that they purchased the whisky at Cornwall, that he does take the liquor 
from them. 

These matters and many other, can be seitled by your Office,and T 


hope that you will give them your prompt attention: as the Council has 


a 
———e me to engage councpl to take to the courts many cases that are 


considered irregular. I wish to avoid as much litigation as possible, 
but in many instances I am convinced that the wrongs are so glaring that 
publicity is necessary. 

Some time ago I suggested thet it would be good policy to send an 
investigating representative from your Office to St. Regis reservation 
to look into the affairs of the people on the reservation. I repeat that 
in my opinion it wa id be best that your Office do so at once.

I enclose herewith copy of a petition received 
from a number of Indian women on the St. Regis Reserve 
in which they complain that the teachers in the St. Regis 
Village School teach in the Indian language end sliow the 
same to be spoken during school hours. It ie doubtful 
if there are any grounds for their complaint regarding the 
teaching of the Indian language, as we are not aware that the 
teachers have sufficient knowledge of the same to iupart 
instruction in that language. However, I shall be pleased 
if you will enquire into the metter referred to in the 
petition and furnieh a report to the Department. 


You might also furnish your views regarding the 
teaching of sewing, knitting, etc., by the teachers to the 
Older girls in the school. If the teachers will undertake 
this work, the pepartment will supply a small quantity of 
sewing material, etc., upon receipt of a requisition for the 
material required. You might take this matter up with the 
teschers and ascertain whether they would be prepared to 
devote, say, one hour per day for two days each week curing 
the reguler class hours for the teaching of sewin;

I wish to refer to that portion of your letter of 
the 15th instant, in which you recommend that everything 
possible be done to make the instruction more attractive at 
the St. Regis Indian schools. Please instruct the teachers 
that the Department expects them to teech hand work to the 
young pupils, to have singing clesses and physical exercises 
for all children and to give the older giris some instruction 
in sewing and related domestic science. Particularly in the 
Village School, there should be a determined effort to make 
the classroom and playground activity so interesting, thet 
the children will enjoy their school day. The teachers 
should personally supervise the recess period, which should 
be at least 20 minutes in duration, and group games should 
be taught and practised. 2 any supplementary athietic 
equipment is required, please submit a requisition. Further, 
the Department will supply a small quantity of sewing 
material, yarn, etc., and any other aids considered advisable, 
upon request, and the teachers should devote one hour, twice 
& week during the regular class period, for the teaching of 
sewing, knitting, etc. 


At each school, the teacher should immediately 
commence training and preparation for a school concert, 
which will be held at the end of the academic year in June 
and to which the parents should be invited. You may inform 
the teachers that the failure of any or all of them to 
comply with these inetructions and to brighten up the 
teaching will be considered by the Department good and 
sufficient reason for their dismissal. It is hoped that 
this effort and that of the newly appointed truant officer 
will materially increase the attendance at the St. Regis 
Indian Day Schools.

I bere to acknowledge your letter of the 15th. inst. 
informing me that Miss. Helena Dubois, teacher of the junior 
room, St. Regis Village Indian Day School, has resigned. 

This is not altogether a surprise te me, although 
I had no knowledge of Miss. Dubois intending to resign. 

On January, 12th. if I recall the correct date, Miss 
Dubois came to me at the offfice, and complained of not been 
feeling well for some time previous, having a sore side, and 
said that she dié not know whether she would be able to keep 
on teaching or not. I advised her that she had better see a 
dector. On January, 13th. in the evening, Miss. Dubois and 
Miss. Mac Nulty, went to Cornwall, and she, Miss. Dubois was 
examined by a decter,(Dr. Gardner) as to the cause of the sere 
side. The doctor informed her that she had appendicitis, and 
advised her to discontinue teaching, go home and prepare her- 
self for an operation. I may say that I did not know that 
Miss Dubois had went to a dector, until yesterday, Jan. 19th. 
ae they went over to Cornwall in the evening and returned the 
same evening. 

Upon talking to Miss Dubois, in regards to resign- 
ing, she stated that she would not have resigned, if she was 
in good health. She also stated, that due to her health coupled 
with rather heavy class duties , thatshe resigned. 

I have heard rumors, not from any ef the teachers, 
but from eutsiders, that the teachers residing at the residence 
find it rather hard at times to all agree, with respect to 
residential duties. Whether this reflects upon any one 
individual or not, I am not prepared to say. I do not interfere 
with private matters at the residence, as I don't think it 
would be good policy on my part, to do se.

Referring to the matter in your letter, between 
Mabel Oake and Miss. M. Mac Donald, I beg to say, that 
I recall the incident. 

Sometime in May, hrs. Oake and daughter Mabel, 
called at the office,(which was not the first time on 
school matters) complaining that the junior teacher, 
Miss. Mac Donald was ill using Mabel at school, That 
she had torn a dress that Mabel was wearing, and that 
she had struck Mabel with a stick or ruler. 

A day or so later. I interviewe Miss. Mac Donald 
in the matter, and who denied of having struck Mabel at 
all, or having torn her dress. 

It is pretty hard for me to doubt the teacher's 
word. 


There Ras been so much wrangling and quarrelling 
foing on at the village schpol and residence amon 
teachers for the past four%five months, that it is 
for me to say, who is at fault in this school matter. 

One thing I do know is, that when I was first 
hown the dress that was supposed to be torn, I took note 
ef the damage done. A few days later, I visited Mrs. 


Oakes residence, making further enquiry in the matter. 
The dress was again shown me, and I noticed that the dress 
mw@s torn as much again, as when the first time it was 
shown me. 

For me, I wouldnot put too much stock in the 
Oake's story, for they have b en causing trouble very 
frequently in one way or another, in school matters. 

Of course, in the pesition I am in, I uphold 
the teacher as far as I can, for it would not do for me 
to side with the Indian in all school complaints, for 
if I did,it would not be long before many children would 
refuse to attend school, through their parents.

She had 
an operation on her side and I'm quite positive the 
teacher knows. I went and told that I didn't 
want the child to be handled rough Wi she said, 
it wouldn't happen again. In n Annabelle;

yard; this didn't satisfy her; in the afternoon when 
the child got back to school, she was again beaten up 
again; this time the teacher made a good job of it.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 20th 
instent, with reference to living accommodation 
for Miss Terrance, teacher of the Chenail Indian 
Day School. 


It is difficult for the Department to 
understand the attitude thet Miss MeDonald has 
adopted. You might point out to her that she is 
not the owner of the teachers’ residence in St. 
Regis Villege. This building is owned by the 
Department and consequently fe is our privilege 
to specify who shall use the accommodation that 
is provided. This building was erected for ea 
residence for the teachers of certain Indian 
schools on the St. Regis Reserve and, as Miss 
Terrance is one of these te rs, she is 
entitled to receive accomodation in the 
building. I note that in the event of Miss 
Terrance living in the residence she will 
obtein her meals eat another house. [ trust 
that the Department will not hear anything 
further regarding this matter other than 4 
report from you to the effect that Miss Terrance 
has taken up residence in the teachers’ residence.

Reverend and dear Mother: 


we have been considering for some time past 
the possibility of having Sisters take char of the 
St. Regis Village School. Two Sisters would be required. 
We also have a very comfortable residence located close 
to the school. This particular building was originally 
erected to provide accommodation for four teachers. 
Consequently, if we engaged two Sisters and if they 
took a housekeeper with them, there would be plenty or 
room for all three. 


You are eware of the location of the St. 
Regis Reserve and the Indiens from this reserve are 
in and out of the United States very frequently. As 
a result the only lenguege of instruction necessery 
in this sehool is Inglish. 


Mr. Hoey is absent from the office at the 
present time on his holideys, but I have discussed the 
matter several times with him in the past few months 
and I know that he would also like to see Sisters in 
charge of this school. My purpose in writing to you 
is to ascertain if the Sisters of Ste. Anne would be 
interested in taking over this school. Salary for the 
teacher of the senior room would be at the rate of 
$105.00 a vegehing month and for the teacher of the 

unior room $85.00 a teaching month -- at least these 
are the selaries we are paying at the present time. 
It would be appreciated if you would give the matter 
your careful consideration and let me hear from you 
as soon as convenient.

During the past four years If have had to reprimand 
young Jacobs for various acts of misbehaviour. He is a ring- 
leader in everything that pertains to deviltry at school and 
away from school. So far, with this exception, Benedict has kept 


out of trouble. 


Last week at the v&llage school, while the Principal 
and Cet. Meagher RCMP, left the Junior room, these young boys 
exposed their person to the entire class of small children 
numbering about SOQ pupils. it is our understanding that Freeman 
Jacobs did the act first and prompted Benedict to follow him. 
Peter Jacobm, the father, has whipped this boy on many occasions 
but he never appears to profit any- This boy's mother has left 
the household same months ego and the father is left with small 


children. To earn a living he is away from the reserve mostly 
the entire day~- 


as this sort of behaviour cannot be tolerated 
at school i would recommend that €he R-C.M.Police be authorized 
to take Jacobs before the Juvenile Court at Valleyfield and that 
@ recommendation be made to the court to place this boy in a 
corrective institution for at least one year. For the benefit 
of the Court it should be mentioned that the Department will 
defray expenses of this boy's maintenance in the institution 
confined. in the course of a few days you will receive a

The attendance in the Junior Room of the Village School 


shows e small increase over the prefious month. The 
attendance in the Senior Room, however, has not been 
so good, this being due to the fect that in previous 
years many of the children from the Senior Room were 
in the habit of going to Malone to work during the 
vegetable harvest. While this office is definitely 

not in favor of such a practice in any of our schools, 
I have @ound it very difficult to effect a reversal 

of previous policy in this matter. Conditions with this 
respect in regard to the Chenail schools is especially 
bad. Due to the organizational work being instituted 
for the children of the village, we expect an improve- 
ment in the attendance record for this school in the

If they 
ere reprehended they are exceedingly bold, they use very bad 
language, they are a source of bad example to the smaller pupils 
who are tempted to follow their example.

It will be noted in some cases very low average for 
December. Thies is due to the flu epidemic mostly. In general 
it can be said that attendance at the various schools has 
maintained a high level. Suoh e high percentage is parti- 
cularly noteworthy at the Chetlain sehool where it was 
4ifficult to get the boys to sehool. The reverse is now the 
case as far as the boys are concerned. With the exception 
of the Cornwall Island cest school no manual training is 
Garried on. The village boys get the benefit of some 
treining along thie line when such is possible with the time 
at the disposal of the local consteble. With only one man 
now stationed here less time can be devoted to such work 
e@monget the boys. Due to the poor freezing of the St. Lawren- 
ce this winter it has hot been possible during December to 
get to St. Hegis Teland School. Ice conditions are such thet 
it ie not sefe to walk nor can a boat be used. Only emer- 
gency trips are mode by the Indian residents of the ‘sland. 


In general the children on the whole appear to be 
wellebeheved and industrious. There is very little incentive 
for those children in our Quebeo schools to devote much en-rey 
to studies after they reach the are of 15 as the prospect of 
being able to attend a high sehool is no better than in past 
years. The hard period to keep those children «t sehool is 
between the age of 15 and 16. The boys in particular just wont 
exert themselves too much after 15. This situstion is most 
unfortunate 8 they heave fust reached a pofnt in Life when 
they should be capable of absorbing some knowledge. J feel 
though that if we could give them the kind of train‘ng they 
would like et this period we would be well repeid and would not 
have any attendance problem on our hands to contend with.

letter of June llth concerning teaching of Domestic a nee 
Science, etc. at the St. Regis Village Day School. 

There is no doubt but that the teaching of the subject 
under consideration by Sister Zita would be most bene- 
ficial to the children of the Villege School. As you 
know, & limited amount of work was done along these 
lines up to 3 or 4 years ago. I note, however, that 
the subjects under consideration would appear to apply 
only to the girls of the Village School and that con- 
Sideration has not been given to Manual Training exer- 
cises for the boys. Concerning the latter, I might 
advise you that Constable Gillis is no ionger with us 
and I am unable, myself, to devote any attention to 
the young boys going to school. 


I do not think that any question has been 
raised regarding the building of an additional class-room. 
Personally, I would not even make a Suggestion along these 
lines without giving the matter much thought as I am not 
in favour of the present school location whatever. You 
are probably aware that the band has purchased a building 
near our office and that I have it equipped to serve the 
neecs of our Homemakers' Clubs as well as some of the 
activities of the children. If arrangements could be made 
with the Welfare officials to use the equipment for cooking 
I have no objection to the Sister's using this building for 
Home Economics or any other classes. Insofar as a music 
teacher is concerned, there certaimly is plenty of room for 
one here and music should form a very important part of the 
curiculum of Indian Education. 


it is possible that with the eaphpgcment 
outlined above the services of an additional ’e Be Village 
School could be utilized and while I would iike to see a 
iittle more attention given to the boys, it is very diffi- 
cult under such an arrangemente 


i have discussed the above very thoroughly 
with Sister Zita and she advises that with the services of 
an additional teacher, who also knows music, she would not 
object to taking over as far as they are able, Manual 
Training classes with the boys. in this respect, it might 
be possible for them to follow the course outlined some 
time ago by Mr- Doucet.

\ t When I visited St. Regis on Saturday, I examined 
Qu by school in the village. This building must be painted 
\ on the outside and the interior decorated this coming 
‘ad Vy summer. New seats are badly needed for the senior room. 
The best ones in this room at present can be used to 
replace broken ones in the junior room. 


The lighting of the senior room is very bad, as 
there are no windows in the back of the classroom and #~ 
inadequate ones on the left side. It may be possible to 
turn the seats around, put the blackboard on the interior 
wall and cut a hole on the East side. This would mean 
that light would come from the rear and right - not 
correct, but much better than the present arrangement. 


The basement at this school is 4 mudhole, and, 
in view of extreme difficulty of proper drainage (as the 
school is in & low spot) I believe it advisable to 

‘icontinue heating by stoves and to fill up the basement 
with gravel or some other filling. 


I will write to the Indian Agent, telling him 
to move scribblers and other school supplies from the 
agency to the senior room.

I have your letter of the 22né instant, stating 
that you are planning to have a school garden, next spring, 
at the St. Regis Village Indian Day School, and enquiring 
if the Department would pay for the services of someone to 
look after the garden during the summer vacation. In reply 
I beg to say that the Department is not prepared to approve 
of the payment of someone to look after this garden during 
the holidays. Further, it is not the policy of the Depart- 
ment to allow any produce, grown in school gardens, to be 
used for any other purposes than for the use of the 
teachers or of the Indian pupils who assist in the work. 

If you conduct a garden next spring, it may be that you 
could arrange with the agent to have the owrsight of 
Same during the vacation. 


The Department regrets that there are no funds 
available for the purpose of supplying a piano for the use 
of the school. We will allow any small expense required 
in the putting on of a Christmas entertainment for the 
pupils ané will also allow ea small grant to purchase gifts 
or other supplies for the purpose. Your request for this 
should be forwarded through the office of your local 
Indian agent.
